count Numbers" even though they 
may at the moment be unem ploy­ 
ed. or even if they are over 
65 
years of age. 
All employers of one or 
more 
persons in covered 
employment 
must 
apply 
for 
“Identification 
Numbers" and make the 
neces­ 
sary reports to the Collector 
of 
Internal Revenue, accordingly. 


All such applications may 
be 
obtained from the nearest office 
of the Social Security Board—in 
this instance. Room 312, H. & H. 
Building, Cape G irardeau, Mo.— 
and when filled 
out 
should 
be 
mailed in a stam ped envelope to 
that office, the free mailing priv­ 
ilege having term inated on June 
30. 
All employers as well 
as 
em ­ 
ployees, even if they are 
among 
the excepted occupations 
above 
mentioned, are 
advised 
to 
file 
similar applications so as to pro­ 
vide for future contingencies.

This projected him into

to be chosen Democratic leader *n 
1922 when Oscar Underwood, of 
Alabama, retired from that post. 
When 
the 
Democrats 
gained 
t ontrol of the Senate along wit*’ 
the election of Franklin D. Roose 
volt. Robinson became 
majority 
leader. 
As such, he has been the 
New Deal’s legislative 
chieftain, 
and steered through Congress the 
mass of new laws 
initiated 
by 
President Roosevelt’s adm inistra­ 
tion.

Demo­ 
cratic convention chose 
him 
as 
vice presidential candidate to run 
on the ticket

For Entire State Outlined 


Jefferson City, Mo., July 12.— 
The tentative outline of a public 
health program which will reach 
every M issouri county on a perm ­ 
anent basis was announced today 
by Dr. John W. Williams Jr., di­ 
rector of local health service for 
the State H ealth D epartm ent. 
Need for the 
program —which 
involves eieation of 11 
p erm an ­ 
ent public health districts in the 
state— was presented so 
convinc­ 
ingly to the Legislature 
that 
a 
$50,000 appropriation was 
made 
for the 1937-1938 
biennium . 
To 
this the Federal G overnm ent 
i 
expected to add $150,000. 
Four of the 11 districts already 
are in operation in the Southeast 
Missouri areas Hooded last winter 


These are supported largely with 
federal funds. 
The othei seven will be set 
up 
"as rapidly as possible,” with the 
huge O zark resort area receiving 
first consideration,

Williams 
said 
Each district will have a health 
officer, from two to four nurses 
and a sanitary engineer, with the 
probability that 
district 
testing 
laboratories also will 
be 
estab­ 
lished. 
Not the cure but the prevention 
of disease and suffering w’ill 
be 
the objective, said Dr. Williams. 
District sanitary engineers will 
check w ater supply, sewage 
dis­ 
posal, mosquito control 
and

other environm ental factors

fecting health, Dr. Williams said. 
The health officer and 
nurses 
will devote their tim e to prev en ­ 
tive work through immunization, 
control of com m unicable diseases,
